JONAH  PART  1 


God  commanded  Jonah  to  go  and  preach  in  the  great  city  of 
Nineveh.  This  mission  was  unprecedented.  Other  prophets  had 
spoken  against  great  cities,  including  Nineveh  but  none  had  been 
asked  to  go  to  the  city.  Nineveh  was  a  city  more  wicked  than  we 
can  imagine.  The  Assyrians  led  captives  around  by  hooks  in  their 
noses.  They  dismembered  bodies  by  cutting  off  both  legs  and 
one  arm,  leaving  the  other  arm  to  shake  hands  with  the  victim  as 
he  died.  Heads  were  removed  and  put  on  poles,  to  be  carried 
along  by  family  members.  These  people  were  wretched. 

Jonah  1 :3-4  Bui  Jonah  ran  away  from  the  Lord  and  headed for  Tarshish. 
He  went  down  to  Joppa,  where  he  found  a  ship  bound for  that  port.  After 
paying  the  fare,  he  went  aboard  and  sailed for  Tarshish  to  flee  from  the 
Lord. 

Tarshish  is  believed  to  be  on  the  western  edge  of  the  then 
known  world.  So,  when  God  told  Jonah  to  go  to  that  “great 
city”  Nineveh,  he  did  just  the  opposite.  Instead  of  going  east,  he 
went  west.  Instead  of  going  by  land,  he  went  by  sea.  Instead  of 
going  to  the  great  city,  he  went  to  the  end  of  the  world. 

When  God  told  him  to  go  and  preach  to  them,  Jonah  ran  in  the 
opposite  direction.  God,  through  Amos  had  already  prophesied 
that  Nineveh  would  fall  and  of  course,  the  Ninevites  deserved  to 
be  destroyed.  Jonah  could  not  see  any  reason  for  God’s  com¬ 
mand,  so  he  probably  assumed  there  must  not  be  one.  He 
doubted  the  goodness,  wisdom  and  justice  of  God. 

Jonah  cannot  see  it  or  understand  it  but  God  will  show  His  mer¬ 
cy  to  everyone  in  this  story.  He  does  not  give  up  on  Jonah.  He 
brings  the  gentile  sailors  to  worship.  The  entire  city  of  Nineveh 
repents  and  the  book  ends  with  this;  “And  should  I  not  have  concern 
for  the  great  city  of  Nineveh,  in  which  there  are  more  than  a  hundred  and 
twenty  thousand  people  who  cannot  tell  their  right  hand from  their  left — and 
also  many  animals ?”  God  even  has  concern  for  people  who  do  not 
know  their  right  from  their  left,  not  to  mention  all  those  animals. 
In  the  story  of  Jonah,  God  is  merciful  to  everyone  and  every¬ 
thing. 

Are  we  like  Jonah?  Do  we  doubt  God  when  we  don’t  see  any 
reason  for  the  events  in  our  lives?  We  must  learn  to  trust  God 
and  to  always  believe  that  He  is  concerned  about  all,  even  the 
animals.  He  is  full  of  mercy  and  wants  what  is  best  for  each  of 
us.
